Because of apparent confusion in the minds of some Nobles, we give 
you the following brief procedure and urge that you read it to your 
Nobles and also publish it in your Temple publication, in order 
to acquaint all your Nobility with these facts. 


A NECESSARY BUSINESS PROCEDURE IN HANDLING RE- 
QUESTS FOR ee te FOR CRIPPLED 


When notice of an estate benefiting our Shrine charity work is 
received by anyone, the notice should immediately be sent to the 
Imperial Recorder and Secretary, who will obtain a certified copy of 
the will for our permanent records and furnish the General Counsel 
with a copy thereof, and a copy to the Local Board of Governors in- 
terested. Thereafter the office of the General Counsel communicates 
with the executor of the estate or his attorney or with some local 
contact who handles the matter for us. If the estate involves the pay- 
ment of a specific bequest, it is ascertained whether or not the funds 
are sufficient to pay the bequest in full and then we simply cooperate 
with the executor in any way we can, advising him of our exemption 
from federal and estate taxes, ete. If the estate involves a testamen- 
tary trust or a residuary bequest to our organization or if a specific 
bequest is abated for some reason, then we obtain a copy of the in- 
ventory, copies of all documents relating to the administration of the 


estate, including a copy of the final account and the order of distribu- 
tion, 


If real property is involved, generally speaking, it passes to our 
organization by operation of law and it is up to us to dispose of the 
real estate, unless it is sold by the executor for use in the payment of 
debts of the estate. Where real property is received the sale thereof is 
handled through the office of the General Counsel upon the approval over

of the officers of the corporation, and in conjunction with the local 
Board of Governors where property is located in close proximity to one 
of the hospitals, in accordance with an established procedure, includ- 
ing the obtaining of competent appraisals and full information regard- 
ing the property. In connection with securities and other personal 
property, we examine the list of assets and advise with the executor 
and his counsel as to whether or not the securities and other personal 
property should be sold or distributed to us in kind. All of this in- 
formation is handled through the office of the General Counsel direct 
with the executor or his attorney, or someone locally who represents 
us in the transaction. 


The distribution is usually made direct to the office of the General 
Counsel, whether it be in items of cash, securities, or other property, 
and after checking same with the final account, it is transferred to 
the Secretary’s office for proper recordation on the books and accounts 
of the Central Office and transfer of the funds to the particular Hospi- 
tal account to which they belong. 


Only by this procedure is it possible to know whether or not we 
receive our proper share of the distribution of an estate and have the 
receipts correctly entered on the books and records of the Central 
Office and the desires of the testator carried out. Any other method of

Repeated efforts have been made in past years to discourage 
certain pre-ceremonial activities that are beneath the dignity of our 
great Order and the high calling of Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, and 
nearly all of our Temples have discontinued such practices. Never- 
theless, isolated cases are still brought to our attention where candi- 
dates are exhibited in street parades, and otherwise before the public, 
in ridiculous costumes and carrying property items which are belittling 
to both the candidates and the Shrine and subjecting both to ridicule 
and adverse criticism, all in direct violation of the Shrine Law. 


In our humble judgment, we doubt that any good comes to the 
Shrine from dressing a candidate in prison garb, clown costume, or by 
painting his face and thus parading him before the public; and on the 
other hand, such practices discourage many good men from seeking 
membership with us. ; 


In calling this to the attention of all Potentates, I want it under- 

stood that no one loves wholesome fun more than ycur humble servant, 

. but I insist that nothing should be permitted on the streets of such 

| nature as to give non-Shriners a warped impression of the Shrine or 

to furnish those unfriendly to our Order with ammunition to use 
against us. 


It is also directed that no lewd, obscene or objectionable campaign 

literature in behalf of “ring candidates” will be permitted and no 

campaign literature for “ring candidates” can be used without first 

ning submitted to and having the approval of the Potentate of the 
emple.

Shacetly request that all work together for the honor and glory of the
